We are celighted that Mrs. Stella Butcher (Burry? has accepted our 
invitatien to open the fete on 27th June. Bab and Stetina Burry were 
the first residents to move into Bar Hill and many "older" residents 
of Bar Wilk! wili remember Stella as “the ltady in the Sales Gffice wha 
sold them their heuse. Stella has written as follows: 


®Tt seems a lifeleang time ago since that sunny March day in £967 

when we arrive in Bar Hill to begin a new life in our bungalow at 38 
Acorn Avenue. My husband Sob and I were firm believers in the 
concept of Bar Hill. We didn*t know what to expect really, apart 
from a few completed houses, unmade roads and iots of mud, there was 
met much else on site. Sur friends thought we were mad.. why Bar 
Hill they auked? But it was a challenge to help create a village 
where poople could tive, work and help each other. The builders 
providec the bricks and mortar - but it was up to us to bring it to 
life. 


It wan teugh going in those early days - things that we had taken for 
oranted were not available to us ~ everything needed to be brought in 
from Cambridge or Longstanton - the milkman did deliver the newpapers 
as well as milk which was a great help. The villagers seemed the 
only cnes who had any faith in their village. House sales were slow, 
traders wouldn’t rent shops because there wasn't enoucsh people to 
support therm and tio it went en. 


As newcomers began to trickle in at a steady pace, the Bar Hill 
Residents Association and Newsietter were founded in Cctcder 1957. — 
I owel!l remember typing the Newsletter and distributing it to each 
occupied’ property in my lunch hour! - Scorn Avenue, Almond Grove, 


Giadeside,. and Rabin Clese! 


As the early villacers know, I was in the Sales O¢fice and most 

presadly seld then their property. I lieved my work and I Believed in 
what I-wsas telling and was always elated when I hat had a good week - 
it wasn’t far the commission either - that was neanuts! 


Fiy husband diec cuddenly in October 1971. We were in *he process of 
purchasing a property in Foxhellow, and Elizabeth and I meved in 
there - it was cur intention to do as some of the villagers are doing 
naw - to move cisrewhere as we could afford ta. Elizabeth andj i lett 
Bar Wil? in 1972 when I remarried and went to live in Greenwich, 
Conmmacticut U.S.A. 


I had kept in touch with the progress of the Village througheut the 
years I tived in America. I came back seven yoars later to visit ny 
good ¢ricnds, Cileen and Bill Norton, and was overjoyed ta see haw 
the landscaping and gardens had matured - it had tooked so bare when 
I left. It was with such pride that I came back with Elizcbeth and 
saw her marricd in the Village Church in 1984. Bar Hil! is still 
hame to Elizabetn! 


My yeorrs at Bar Hill were happy and fultitling, tommered with 
frustration and sadness. There was real feeling af togethernses 
among tne early residents, which I think is true to say cradually 
disonoerred as the Village grew. I'm so preud to Save been adsle to 
help in some secall way in the birth of the first Village to bo built 
on Ergiand fcr 200 years as the Prochure advertised. ALL crodit is 
due to ati those whe have worked unceasingly over tho years to enke 
Bar Hill the success it is taday.

AN OPEN LETTER FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 

The local Education Authority have issued guidelines to Schools 
regarding their responsibilities under the 1986 Education Act in 
respect of Governors’ Reports and Annual Parents Meetings. The new 
Act requires that all Schools produce a Governors Report giving 
activities of the Governing Body during the preceeding year. The 
first Reports will be due out this Summer to all parents and will be 
followed by the Annual Parents Meeting where Governors will present 
their Report and wit} be questioned by Parents.
